County  Convention. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


The  County  Convention  shall  consist  of  the  representatives  of 
the  towns  of  the  county.  They  shall  meet  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  each  biennial  session  of  the  General  Court  or  other  day  in 
the  same  week,  shall  choose  a  chairman  and  clerk,  and  may  ad- 
journ as  they  see  cause. 

The  County  Commissioners  and  Treasurer  shall  furnish  the 
Auditors  all  the  aid  and  information  required  by  them  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

The  County  Convention  shall,  during  each  biennial  session  of  the 
legislature,  grant  county  taxes  for  its  county  for  two  years;  but 
the  tax  for  each  year  shall  be  voted  separately  and  collected  in  the 
year  for  which  it  was  voted. 

The  Sheriff,  the  Jailers,  the  Physicians,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
the  Solicitor,  the  Treasurer,  the  County  Commissioners  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  County  Farm,  of  each  county,  shall  make  up 
their  report  separately,  to  December  thirty-first  annually,  and  the 
same  shall  be  printed  together  in  pamphlet  form,  in  the  month  of 
January  following. 

The  reports  of  the  several  officers  named  shall  contain  a  sum- 
marized account  of  all  their  transactions  which  concern  the  county, 
for  the  current  year  ending  aforesaid,  and  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  County  Farm  shall  contain,  in  addition,  a  list  of 
the  paupers  actually  supported  at  the  Farm,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  weeks  each  was  so  supported ;  and  the  average  cost  per 
week  for  each  pauper,  with  an  explanation  of  the  basis  upon  which 
such  calculation  was  made. 

The  County  Commissioners  of  each  county  shall  publish  attested 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  County  Conventions,  with  the 
printed  reports  of  the  county  officers  for  the  year  in  which  such 
proceedings  occurred.

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Commissioners'  Report. 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Commissioners  of  Rockingham 
County  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  their  business 
transactions  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903,  together  with 
the  reports  of  the  several  other  county  officials. 

The  Portsmouth  Court  House  and  Jail  and  the  County  buildings 
in  Exeter  are  in  excellent  condition  and  only  slight  repairs  have 
been  necessary. 

We  have  received  through  Attorney  General  Eastman  the  pic- 
ture of  Gen.  Gilman  Marston  and  it  has  been  hung  in  the  Exeter 
Court  House,  making  a  valuable  addition  to  the  collection  of 
pictures  of  the  prominent  citizens  of  Rockingham  County. 

The  County  Farm  has  been  under  the  same  management  with 
nearly  the  same  staff  of  officers.  An  addition  of  75  feet  has  been 
added  to  the  cow  barn  and  the  tie-ups  have  been  rebuilt.  The 
barn  now  has  72  tie-ups,  3  open  pens  and  a  large  grain  room;  run- 
ning water  in  front  of  each  animal,  and  a  deep  cellar  the  whole 
length  of  the  barn  with  granite  underpinning.  Two  new  round 
silos,  18  feet  by  26  feet,  have  been  placed  near  the  barn,  suitably 
housed. 

Early  in  the  fall  six  insane  patients  were  removed  to  the  State 
Hospital,  their  board  to  be  paid  by  the  State,  thereby  enabling  us 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  old  wooden  Asylum. 

New  hard  wood  floors  have  been  laid  in  the  brick  Asylum,  and 
an  undertaking  room  built  in  the  shed  in  rear  of  the  boiler  house. 

All  the  buildings  have  been  repainted  and  repairs  made  on  roof 
of  main  house. 

When  not  otherwise  employed  the  prisoners  have  been  clearing 
up  land,  and  already  several  acres  of  stump  land  are  under  state  of 
cultivation. 
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We  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  crops  (hay  crops  excepted)  have 
not  been  as  good  as  usual  owing  to  the  unfavorable  weather  last 
summer. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  largely  through 
the  personal  efforts  of  Mrs.  Ella  L. 'Follansby,  for  placing  several 
of  the  county  children  in  permanent,  private  homes. 

We  have  received  from  the  License  Commissioners  the  sum  of 
$ 1 8,6 5 0.62.  With  this  amount  and  the  balance  drawn  from  the 
Treasurer  we  have  paid  the  #20,000.00  refunding  loan  which  came 
due  July  1,  1903,  thereby  reducing  the  bonded  debt  the  above 
amount. 

In  regard  to  the  financial  standing  of  the  county  we  would  re- 
spectfully refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Auditors.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  medical  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Almshouse,  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and 
House  of  Correction  at  Brentwood,  N.  H. 

There  have  been  but  two  major  operations  necessary  during  the 
year  now  ending,  but  there  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  minor 
surgical  cases,  requiring  a  vast  amount  of  redressings  and  care  from 
the  attendants,  which  seldom  or  never  before  has  been  equalled,  all 
of  which  has  been  cheerfully  rendered  in  a  painstaking  and  satisfac- 
tory manner. 

No  epidemic  has  occurred,  yet  the  sick  are  always  with  us  here, 
when  we  are  in  later  years  becoming  in  a  moderate  way  a  general 
hospital  with  from  one  or  two  to  twenty  on  the  sick  list  constantly. 

The  food  and  supplies  for  the  sick  have  been  ample  and  suitable. 

The  only  needed  change  in  the  present  outfit  is  the  addition  of 
two  more  rooms  to  our  present  two-room  ward  for  infectious 
diseases. 

To  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Bean  and  their  efficient  staff  of 
employes  we  are  glad  to  acknowledge  renewed  obligations  for 
hearty  co-operation  and  personal  kindnesses.  May  they  long  fill 
the  position  they  have  so  ably  occupied.

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Religious  services  have  been  held  in  the  jail  each  Sunday,  and 
religious  instruction  given  to  the  prisoners  every  Wednesday  during 
the  year,  by  Miss  Ada  G.  White  and  her  associates  of  the  Christian 
Science  faith.  These  people  are  very  much  interested  in  this  work 
and  have  labored  earnestly  to  arouse  better  thoughts  and  elevate 
the  moral  standard  of  all  under  their  instruction,  and  we  are  under 
obligations  to  them  for  their  efforts  in  this  direction,  and  for  the 
instructive  and  wholesome  reading  matter  provided  by  them. 

I  desire  to  again  call  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  need 
and  desirability  of  providing  the  Portsmouth  Jail  with  suitable 
accommodations  for  isolating  and  restraining  juvenile,  refractory 
and  insane  prisoners  when  required,  and  securing  quiet  and  the 
necessary  control  of  diet  for  those  who  may  become  sick  and  re- 
quire such  treatment,  which  the  present  aarangement  makes  it  im- 
possible to  obtain;  and  to  secure  all  this  I  would  respectfully 
renew  the  recommendations  made  in  former  reports.  The  cost  of 
the  changes  there  mentioned  would  be  small  in  comparison  with 
the  improved  facilities  obtained,  and  I  hope  to  yet  see  them  made. 
Aside  from  this  fault,  this  jail  is  in  a  good  and  healthy  condition, 
in  fact,  I  have  repeatedly  heard  visitors  speak  of  it  as  being  a 
comfortable  model  institution  of  its  kind.

The  attending  physician,  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Day,  whose  report  ac- 
companies this,  will  acquaint  you  with  the  general  health  of  the 
inmates,  and  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  institution. 
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Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  greater  convenience  and 
security  which  could  be  provided  by  making  a  slight  change  in  the 
entrance  doors  leading  from  the  kitchen  and  office  to  the  jail 
proper.  These  are  so  constructed  that  a  clear  view  of  the  corridor 
cannot  be  obtained  until  the  doors  are  fully  opened,  and  as  one  or 
other  must  be  opened  every  time  entrance  is  necessary,  it  would  be 
a  comparatively  easy  matter  for  a  prisoner  to  escape.  Certainly 
every  time  the  door  is  opened  it  greatly  lessens  the  security  of  the 
jail  for  the  time  being. 

The  jail  is  not  of  the  most  modern  construction  with  facilities 
for  locking  all  of  the  cells  without  entering  the  corridor,  but  when 
the  prisoners  are  allowed  out  of  their  cells  for  exercise,  each  indi- 
vidual cell  must  be  locked  or  unlocked  by  hand,  and  the  only  way 
of  entering  or  leaving  is  by  these  doors.  This  is  perhaps  the  only 
weak  spot  in  an  otherwise  strong  and  secure  building  and  could  be 
remedied  at  small  expense  by  removing  both  doors  and  the  exist- 
ing partition  and  substituting  a  single  entrance  way  backed  by  an 
interior  oval  bar  door  with  a  suitable  aperture  through  which  to 
pass  food.

Practically  all  of  the  foregoing  have  been  disposed  of  where  the 
respondents  have  been  apprehended. 

In  addition  there  have  been  the  customary  number  of  appeals 
from  police  courts  and  justices  of  the  peace  throughout  m  the 
county. 

We  have  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  this  county, 
a  civil  action  known  as  257,  Town  of  Fremont  vs.  County  of 
Rockingham,  an  action  brought  by  that  town  to  secure,  if  possible, 
reimbursement  for  money  paid  out  on  account  of  small  pox  pati- 
ents. Each  of  the  parties  to  this  action  claims  that  the  other  party 
is  responsible  for  the  disbursements.  The  Court's  decision  in  this 
controversy  will  be  of  interest,  not  only  in  this  case,  but  as  a 
precedent  for  future  cases. 

We  have  one  case  in  the  Supreme  Court,  State  vs.  Ramseyer, 
which  involves  the  constitutionality  of  Chapter  60,  Session  Laws  of 
1899,  prohibiting  the  use  of  trading  stamps  in  this  state.  Briefs 
have  been  filed,  and  a  decision  is  expected  in  March. 

A  claim  has  been  presented  in  behalf  of  the  County  to  the  estate 
of  Johanna  Hartnett,  late  of  Exeter,  for  money  advanced  to  her  in 
her  lifetime  by  the  County,  on  her  representation  that  she  needed 
assistance.  After  her  death  it  was  discovered  that  she  had  prop- 
erty in  her  own  right,  and  the  County  asked  the  return  of  the 
money  fraudulently  obtained  by  her  in  her  lifetime.  The  commis- 
sion, appointed  by  the  Probate  Court  to  examine  and  allow  claims, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  allowance  of  the  County's  claim,  amount- 
ing to  several  hundred  dollars.  An  appeal  has  been  taken  by  other 
claimants,  and  the  Superior  Court  will  be  called  upon  to  finally 
determine  the  question. 
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We  have  tried  a  large  number  of  respondents  in  criminal  cases 
by  jury  the  past  year,  and  we  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to 
the  investigation  of  fires  in  various  parts  of  the  County,  notably  at 
Seabrook  and  at  South  Hampton.  The  final  outcome  of  these  in- 
vestigations is  not  yet  determined  beyond  the  fact  that  the  fires  under 
investigation  in  the  two  last  named  towns  were  undoubtedly  of  in- 
cendiary origin. 

Under  the  new  Medical  Referee  law,  the  Medical  Referee  files  a 
report  with  me  in  the  case  of  every  death,  where  investigation  is 
made  by  him.  I  have  received  from  him  reports  of  the  following 
medical  examinations  of  persons  whose  deaths  were  supposed  to 
have  been  caused  by  violence  or  unlawful  act,  together  with  the 
expense  to  the  County  of  the  same :

An  income  from  license  fees  of  liquor  dealers  was  received, 
amounting  to  $18,650.62.  With  this  and  what  could  be  saved 
from  the  general  appropriations  the  commissioners  are  able  to 
show  a  reduction  in  the  County  debt,  amounting  to  $22,488.61. 
We  think  they  are  to  be  commended  on  this,  because  with  a 
smaller  appropriation,  they  have  had  the  disadvantage  of  poor 
crops  at  the  Farm,  owing  to  the  cold  and  backward  season,  and  a 
large  part  of  the  coal  supply  was  bought  in  1903,  owing  to  the  coal 
strike. 

As  a  detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenses  is  given  in  the 
reports  of  the  several  officers,  we  only  submit  the  following  brief 
summary.
